Recentty. nine prominent U. 8. 
Protestant clergymen completed a trip to 
Moscow where they consulted with Soviet 
church leaders. One of them, the Rev. Dr. 
Eugene Carson Blake, president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, wrote a report of 
these meetings which was distributed by the 
Associated Press to secular newspapers 
throughout the country. 


Monsignor Sheehy has also recently re- 
turned from a trip to Europe where he con- 
sulted with officials both of the Vatican and 
of the State Department who are studying 
the Communist anti-religious program in the 
satellite countries. “To reveal my sources of 
information,” he said, “would be to expose 
to death heroic Christians.” Monsignor 
Sheehy later had a private audience with 
Pope Pius XII and reported to His Holiness 
on the gravity of the situation in the coun- 
tries which he visited. 

Monsignor Sheehy, head of the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education at Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, is the author of “Head 
Over Heels,” “Six O’Clock Mass,” and a new 
novel just published, “The Priestly Heart.” 
He holds the distinction of being the first 
priest selected by the United States Navy for 
the rank of rear admiral and, at present, is 
president of the Military Chaplains Associa- 
tion, 


NE must be incredibly naive or 
stupid to have any doubts about the Com- 
munist attitude toward religion. In 1843 
Marx said: “Religion is the opium of the 
people; our duty is to deliver the people from 
this opiate.” Sixty-six years later Lenin 
echoed these words: “Marxism is material- 
ism: as such it is the deadly enemy of re- 
ligion.” 

Last year Khrushchev, resenting the in- 
sinuation that Communists were changing 
their attitude toward religion, reaffirmed the 
Marxian thesis: “We remain atheists. We 
will do all we can to liberate a certain por- 
tion of the people from the charm of the re- 
ligious opium that still exists.” 

It is not difficult to learn the Communist 
attitude toward the Catholic Church. It is 
affirmed in the bible of Communism known 
as Bloshaya Sovetskaya Entisklopediya 
(Large Soviet Encyclopedia) which is con- 
stantly revised to eliminate heresies and 
heretics opposed to the Communist faith: 


“VY ATICAN—residence of the head of 
the Catholic church—the Roman pope, 
one of the leading centers of interna- 
tional reaction and obscurantism ... 
A true guardian of capitalist in- 
terests and one of the centers of wnterna- 
tional reaction the Vatican appears as 
a fierce enemy of peace and democracy. 
The Papacy throughout the extent of 
its entire existency has carried on an 
implacable war with all forward and 
progressive things in the history of hu- 
manity. With particular frenzy, the 
papacy and the Vatican have striven and 
continue to strive against the ideology 
and politics of the working class, against 
the science of Marxism-Leninism, 
Enmity for democracy and communism, 
for the USSR and the countries of peo- 
- ple’s democracy determines the entire 
activity of the Vatican—an ally and in- 
strument of the most aggressive im- 
perialist powers.” 


My recent visit to Europe was motivated 
largely by the desire to discover any change 
of tactics in the Communist subjugation of 
large segments of the Catholic population be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Communism is itself 


a cult, and it is creating an ethic which de- 


mands of its followers a certain amount of 
asceticism. It seeks to subvert to its purpose

"Tuere is no battleground in the 
world where Communism has _ unleashed 
more of its resources with less effect than in 
Poland. After ten years of Communist dom- 
ination during which the Communists cap- 
tured the country’s political structure, the 
Catholic Church in Poland is a very vitat 
factor. One explanation for the futility of 
the Communist attack is the stupidity mani- 
fest in centering the attack, not upon Christ 
or the Church directly, but upon the Mother 
of Christ. Even an indifferent Catholic will 
respond as if his own mother were being 
attacked by an aspersion directed toward the 
Jewish maiden who held priority in his hue 
man loyalty. 

Poland is a nation with an historie 
Catholic tradition. The Communists. have 
realized that they must destroy Catholicism 
there in order to eliminate it in other Slavie 
countries, | 

The Polish people have centered their 
devotion in Our Lady of Czestochown and 
saluted Mary as the Queen of Poland. It is 
not insignificant that countless Polish boys 
are christened “Marion ...son of Mary...’ 

Of course, the battle in Poland has called 
many heroes and heroines to a living martyr- 
dom. As Pope Pius XII stated to me, “These 
are indeed difficult times but such times 
bring forth great saints.”

‘Catholic Education 
for All’ 


A pprESSING 1,000 teacher 
Archdiocese of Washington, 
O’Hara of Philadelphia, himself a profe 
sional educator, made a keen analysis - 
current statistics in that field, choosin 
as his subject: “Catholic Education Po 
All.” It is a pity we have not the space to 
reprint the whole of his speech. Some 
points, however, struck us with special 
force. 

In 1945, he said, 50 per cent of Catho. 
lic children — every second Catholic chijg 
— were in Catholic schools. By 1954.53 
the percentage had gone up to 62% In 
this present year, Archbishop O'Hara 
thinks we have 65 per cent of our children 
in Catholic schools. 

The Archbishop found it “baffing* 
that in the public school system “upward. 
of 25 to 30 per cent of the pupils are ex. 
pected to repeat the first grade!”

All these  self-con- 
tained elements and in- 
stitutions are breeding 
places for each other. 
The man in his selfish- 
ness forgets his family 
and the family in its 
selfishness forgets its neighborhood, etc.. 
when each should be rather forgetting itself 
for the sake of the other, and all as a result 
be healthy and happy. We need to join with 
others in order to solve the crises of the 
day—especially that one which concerns us 
most, the crisis of the family. | ! 

For example, there is great need for a 
positive leisure-time youth program.

way to take up our responsibility would be 


to join the CFM and work toward it that 
way. This joining with others in an official 
apostolic movement puts our actions in ac- 
cord with Christ’s Mystical Body and auto- 
matically raises those activities to a higher 
plane.

OUR PATRON SAINT 


1. What is the name of your church? Often we speak simply 
of “church” or “the church.” Actually, just as you were given a 
name in baptism, which puts you under the protection of a saint, 
so too your church, which is like a living person, was given a name 
at the laying of the cornerstone and at its blessing and consecra- 
tion, 

2. Who may be the patron of a church? It must be a saint; a 
merely “beatified” may be the patron only by a special dispensa- 
tion from Rome. “But,” you say, “my parish is not dedicated to a 
saint.” True, many parishes haven’t a patron saint, propefly speak- 
ing. They have instead a “titulary”—such as the Sacred Heart, 
Christ the King, Jesus the Worker, the Blessed Sacrament, etc. 

3. The feast-day of the titulary or the patron saint is a very 
solemn occasion. It should really be observed as a holiday, with 
appropriate religious and social celebrating. 

4. Twice a year you should celebrate the feasts of your loved 
ones, on the anniversary of their birth—or better still, their bap- 
tism—and on the feast-day of their patron saint. Well, your parish 
church also has two feasts. The first is that of its birth, or rather 
its baptism—that is, its dedication. The second is the church’s 
name-day, celebrated on the feast of its patron saint or titulary.

Builders of Ametica 


John Creighton 


Tus week we have an- 
other fine American to tell 
you about who lived in the 
exciting days of early Amer- 
ica. John Creighton was 
born on October 15, 1831, 
and was educated at St. Jo- 
seph’s College in Somerset, 
Ohio. He was taught by the 
Dominican Fathers for whom 
he retained a feeling of 


gratitude and deep respect. 


He and his brother, Ed- 
ward, were remarkable for 
their courage, resourceful- 
ness and strong sense of jus- 
tice. John Creighton was one 
of the first members of the 
“Vigilance Committee,” 
which freed Montana of the 
desperadoes who made both 
life and land unsafe in that 
territory. 

Both John and Edward 
took active part in the con- 
structing of roads and the 
laying of telegraph lines in 
the West and South. They 
helped in laying the first 
telegraph line that bound 
the state of California to the 
rest of the country. 


His brother, Edward, 
founded Creighton Univer- 
sity which was the first free 
Catholic college established 
in the United States. John 
Creighton left by will large 
amounts of money to Creigh- 
ton University and the 
Creighton Memorial Hos- 
pital. 

Creighton University, 
which is located in Omaha, 
Nebraska, is directed by the 
Jesuit Fathers and offers 
study in the fields of medi- 
cine, dentistry, pharmacy 
and law. 

This outstanding Catholic 
man was honored by Pope 
Leo XIII with the order of 
St. Gregory, the title of 
Count of the Papal States 
and, later, the Laetare Medal 
from the University of Notre 
Dame.

St. Leo 
the Great 


‘Tus week on April 
llth, we will celebrate the 
feast of St. Leo the Great 
who was a Pope, confessor 
and Doctor of the Church. 
Because of his foresight and 


trust in God, St. Leo was. 


known as the Saviour of 
western civilization. 

He was elected Pope after 
the death of Sixtus Il He 
bravely sought out Attila the 
Hun, “the scourge of God,” 
and saved Rome from de- 
struction by persuading 
Attila to turn back from the 
city gates. 

More than one hundred of 
his eloquent sermons are 
still in _existence. Many of 
the most beautiful prayers 
in the Missal were written by 
him. 

St. Leo’s famous letter to 
Flavian of Constantinople 
formed the basis for the de- 
cisions: of the Council of 
Chalcedon in 451. ~ 

St. Leo died on November 
10, 461.

College- 
wise, that is. The San Francisco Dons! There will be 
an argument on this subject, come many years hence. 

As one who witnessed the Dons defeat lowa, in 
the N.C.A.A. finals, 83-71, one has to be convinced of 
the greatness of this club. They are remindful of the 
Notre Dame football teams of 1946-47—everything 1s 
easy. It was only a matter of how much you would 
win by. 

Sportswriters in attendance at the N.C.A.A. finals 
seemed to be unanimous that the difference was Bill 
Russell. the six-foot-ten man who can also jump. But 
one wonders. Russell was quite capable of guiding 
the shots of his own teammates and blocking perfectly 
good shots of the opposition .. . without being called 
in the latter situation for committing the foul of “goal- 
tending.” 

he writer is not sure that Russell deserves such 
a great degree of the credit. Certainly, it is not to be 
argued that this two-time All-American is tne best 
college basketball player in the country. But it had to 
he a good team, too. It had.to be a team effort to take 
the Dons through not one but almost two years of 
undefeated effort. | : 

And the coaching had to be good. On this point, 
more credit to Phil Woolpert, With a great club, one 
of the big problems is always that of morale. In the 
ease of San Francisco, the other players could easily 
ask: “Is Russell getting too much publicity?” It isa 
great coach who can meld the great player into a team 
effort. And Woolpert did exactly that. 

Give them all credit in a team triumph .. . Boldt, 
Baxter. Farmer. Preaseau, Russell, Nelson, Perry, 
Bush, Brown and Payne. These were the men who 
played in the lowa victory.

Snite lived until November, 1954, al- 
most all the time in an iron lung. That de- 
vice was novel and in crude form when one 
of the early models was procured for him. 
But he was fortunate indeed that it was 
available in China in 1936. 

The story of his transfer to the United 
States and of his subsequent extensive 
travelling is engagingly told in this chatty 
book. His family was very well-to-do, 
hence could provide for him what the or- 
dinary patient would lack. But a consider- 
able element in his long survival and his 


remarkable activity was his fortitude and 


his ebullient spirit. 

Besides, he was deeply religious, strong 
in faith, regular in prayer, and devoted to 
set periods of meditation. The Catholicism 
which was his heritage became the main- 
stay of his restricted and afflicted life. 

The author, who has had assistance 
from Mr.- Lomask, was in attendance on 
Snite for practically the entire span of. his 
illness. He came to know him well, admire 
him deeply. There is more than a touch of 
inspiration in his review of a winning per- 
sonality in a difficult situation. 

A GREAT BISHOP 

In Father to the Immigrants (Kenedy. 
$3.00), Icilio Felici depicts Bishop John 
Baptist Scalabrini, who ruled the see of 
Piacenza from 1876 to 1905, and was a 
pioneer in work for Italian immigrants to 
the United States and Latin America. 

The book begins stiltedly, with a de- 
luge of cliches and an annoying paucity of 
substantial data about the subject’s early 
years. But with his elevation to the episco- 
pate at 36, it takes on life and vigor. 

Bishop Scalabrini, a learned man, a 
forceful personality, a sterling priest, and 
a sagacious leader, was in the very thick of 
the controversies which raged in Italy after 
the suppression of the Pope’s temporal 
power and the alienation of Church and 
State. His work is clearly detailed in these 
pages, and is of compelling interest. 

He is better known in our country as 
the promoter of many practical endeavors, 
and the founder of three different religious 
societies, for aiding Italians coming here to 
live. His program in this respect is also 
fully rehearsed, and evokes from the read- 
er respectful and affectionate regard for a 
bold and far-sighted planner and a genuine 


churchman, 
LAST DAYS 

Monsignor Maurice S. Sheehy’s new 
book, The Priestly Heart (Farrar, Straus 
and Cudahy. $2.75), is a sketch, running to 
68 pages, of the last days in the life of a 
28-year-old priest. Father Joseph has had 
a heart attack while repairing a monument 
in the cemetery. He knows that death is 
surely at hand for him. 

He reviews his life, his brief priestly 
career, regretting what has been amiss, be- 
ing grateful for manifold blessings. He is 
instrumental in the conversion of two 
hardened sinners, both of whom use salty 
language. He gets the reputation, in the 
hospital, of being a saint. This embarrasses 
him. He has visits from his parents and his 
bishop. He muses, he prays. Then he dies. 

There is much in this little work which 


is touching. There is also sentimentality 


which occasionally approaches the maw- 
kish. The style is serviceable. Certain state- 
ments or expressions invite questioning, 
such as the allusion to St. Joseph, in Limbo, 
screaming as Christ appears there, “Son, 
who hurt you?” or the priest’s invitation to 
the Blessed Trinity to “crawl into this 
wheel chair.”

RECORD DATA: 


Coming up soon will be some com- 
ments on what’s good on the spinning discs, 
but, for now, a few helpful hints on how to 
avoid the worst. 

After careful study I’ve found that the 
greatest irritant is rock ’n’ roll. While 
many like it, I do not particularly care for 
it; and here’s how I have succeeded in 
avoiding it. 

Most of it is characterized by remark- 
ably similar background noises. These can 
be classified roughly as 1) doo-dah doo-dah, 
2) by-oo0 by-ooo 3) bah bah bah bah 
4).00-wo0 00-woo and the plebian doo-dee- 
doo. Equipped with this hackground infor- 
mation, I am secure against the various 
variations that emerge from my radio. 
Whenever I hear such songs as “The Great 
Pretender”. (by the Platters on Mercury 
label) I’m out of my chair and happily at 
another station before the second da-da of 
the background dadadadadadadadada. 

With “Why Do Fools Fall In Love?” 
(The Teenagers on Gee label) I’m changed 
over before the third doo-wah of the back- 
ground doo-wah doo-wah doo-000-wah 
doo-wah. But with such records as “Rock 
’n’ Roll Wedding” (Helen Grayco)—the re- 
cording industry’s answer to the Cana Con- 
ference—and “Love is the_ $64,000 Ques- 
tion” (“You're in the isolation booth...
